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This update continues to highlight legislative proposals that may impact the behavioral health community.
The proposals that have been published continue to be largely “concepts,” which means the full language
of the bill is not available but the underlying purpose of the bill is published.

I have broken the concepts down into a few updates to make them more manageable. More updates on
concepts will follow over the next few days. Below are few that may be of interest:
